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DETAILED ACTION 
Acknowledgements 

1. Applicant's amendment filed April 30, 2004 is acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 1-4 
remain pending. 

2. This Office Action is written in OACS. Because of this, the Examiner is unable to 
control formatting, paragraph numbering, font, spelling, line spacing, and/or other word 
processing issues. The Examiner sincerely apologies for these errors. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office Action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Rapoport et. 
al. (U.S. 5,262,938) ("Rapoport")in view of Fong et. al. (U.S. 6,188,406 Bl)("Fong"). Rapoport 
discloses as previously discussed. In view of Applicant's arguments, Rapoport does not disclose 
displaying alternatives for the selected item. Fong teaches using a scroll menu with a default 
entry to display a listing of items. 

It therefore would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Rapoport as taught by Fong to so that when the menu item is 
selected, a list of items is displayed using a scroll bar with the desired items centered between the 
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top and bottom of the window. Such a modification would have helped remind users of other 
items by providing a graphical representation of both desired and alternative items. 
The Examiner maintains his positions regarding claim interpretations as noted in the Previous 
Office Actions. 



Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed April 30 5 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

6. Applicant argues that the Papoport/Fong combination does not disclose "a first operation 
including selecting a menu key and a selection key . . . This is not persuasive. Applicant's 
latest amendment simply defines what is the first operation. The same system is employed. For 
example, the first operation may include "selecting a menu key" (i.e. drinks) and a selection key 
(i.e. Coke). This scenario is the same scenario relied on by the Examiner in the previous Office 
Action (mailed June 6, 2003). This designation of a name for this sequence in no way changes 
the structure of the claimed invention. 

7. Applicant's remaining arguments have been considered but are also not persuasive.
